To Expend Nearly $6 Million In Next Three Years 
! Camp Grayling Expansion Plans Announced —

Officials at Camp Grayling ae released immediate and 
‘ong tange expansicn plans fo facility which may result 
in increases in both staff and Cae for the camp at a cost 
of about $6 million dura the next three years. 

Col E.A. Rutkowski, Camp Commander announced this 
week the awarding of a contract for $1 million in new 
construction this year and discussed increases to come in 
base personnet. 

Major Jack Stockhaus outlined the larger projects in the 
planning stages for the coming years. Stockhaus, facilities 
vugineer ot the camp said this may include a new camp 
headquarters, a large warehouse and commissary facility, a 
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new armory, as well as storm sewers, firebreaks, access 
roads and expansion of other facilities at the camp. 

Stockhaus stressed that the proposed facilities are part of 
long range development plans and made it very clear that the 
costs are planning figures which may change in the future 
due to inflation and may be affected by planning constraints 
as well”. 

While the future of much of the expansion is not definite 
yet there is no doubt at al! a concerning construction and 
expansion for this year. 

Col. Rutkowski said that Greenville Construction Co. Inc. 
of Greenville, Mi submitted the low bid on the phase 17 
portion of the construction program at Camp Grayling. This 
phase consists of mess halls, barracks and administrative 
buildings. Work on the 21 structures wi! 
soon as the contract is formally awarded. 

Jack Stewart, General Superintendent for Greenvitle’s 
northern operations plans to emptoy a 35 man work force of 
which, over half will be residents of Crawford County. In 
addition to the prime contractors work force, Sub-Contract- 
ors expect to employ approximately 50 personnel at various 
Stages of construction. Mr. Stewart stated that “We intend 
to purchase as much material and equipment from loca! 
establishments as practica!”.

{steps which were outlined by Cui. 
announcing the expansion of the units stationed at the 
training site he said the first increase will take place on 1 
June 77 and involves the Camp Grayling ARNG Training Site. 

Commanding by Maj. Stockhaus unit is the command and 


control element for the entire camp. This increase in military 
personnel authorized from 56 to 84 will more closely align 
the organization structure with the actual missions 
performed. in addition, there are vitally needed military fire 
fighter positions that will further increase the camps 
growing Capability in fire suppression operations. 

The next increase will take place on 1 September 1977 and 
involye the 1071st Maintenance Company commanded by 
Cpt. Joseph LaGrow of Grayling. This increase from 93 to 
168 will add 75 military slots io the unit and result in 
expanded capabilities in maintenance operations. 

Col Rutkowski stated that “While these increases will not 
result in full time employment opportunities at the present, 
they definitely present the opportunity to participate in the 
most important part time job in Michigan.” 

Camp Grayling is the second largest employer in Crawford 
County and the projects planned for the future will also have 
an important effect on the sagging economy of the area they 
reach construction stages. 

Camp officials say they are very aware af their important 
role in the area ecomony and Stockhaus stressed thal camp 
contractors will be encouraged to make use of local labor 
and building supplies where ever that is nractical and 
possible. “We are vitally interested in this area and its’ 
economic future,” said Stockhaus. 

Tie taryesi projeci pianned for i978 wiii be tne creation ot 
acentral ammunition supply point. Steckhaus said the camp 
receives stores and issues about 600 tons of ammunition 
each year which is used in various troop training exercises. 

It is presently stored in several small areas and is widely 


dispersed throughout the large base. This is a totally new 
facility which will safely store the ammunition in one area 
only. Cost for the building is estimated at $1.5 million. 

A new Catonment and Area Drainage Project is scheduled 
for completion in 1978. That is estimated to coast $150,000 
according to Stockhaus and is designed to upgrade the 
surface water or storm drain system for the camp. "We have 
been working on this project for over two years with the 
Officials from the soil conservation district,” he said. He 
stresses that the system is for control of surface or rain 
water and is not related to the huge system which handlas 
the human waste and other sewage from the base. 

About $75,000 worth of access roads will be built to the 
helicopter gunnery range. This will provide direct access to 
the range on an al} weather road says the engineer. “The road 
in there now is more than a trail.” Another $75,000 will be 
spent the same year for construction of fire breaks at the 
tank range compiex and the artillery area. 

Also planned for 1978 is Aircraft Bulk Refuel facility at the 
airfield to cost an estimated $150,000. An additinnal $26.000 
will be spent to upgrade the individual aircraft fueling 
facility. The major expansion will provide for the quick refuel 
of tank trucks. 

The tnajor project for 1979 will be the construction of the 
Logistical Support Activity Center which will be a large 
warehouse and commissary faciiity. The buiiding wiii 
consolidate in one area the activities that are naw being 
carried on in 20 different structures. Cost of that is 
estimated at $2.5 miilion.

Search For Ancient Burial Sites Here

Who in Crawtord County has 
heard of the Sylvan Club on the 
auSable River? The person that 
does may hold the key to unlock 
one of the oldest puzzles in the 
history of the North American 
continent: wno tirst discovered 
America?

A new armory may be constructed the same year. It wit 
cest about $f million and will include drill hall, and 
classrooms. There ts some possibility according fo military 
officiats that this facility could be tailored for some civilian 
use if local units of government contributed to construction 
and planning of the facility. 

The same vear caiis ior the building of an araanizationat 
maintenance shop for $165,000 to provide an adequate area 
for a maintenance facility for work on the vehicles used by 
units af the camp. 

A new Camp Headquarters will also be buill in 1979 to 
provide administrative space for the fuil-lime operations and 
niaintenance units of the camp. This has a price lag of 
$200.000 according to the camp engineer. 

The MATES Mobilization and Training Equipment site at 
the airports is planned for expansion as well in 1979. Costs 
of that project are set at $225,000 

“These are the maior nroiects to come in the next few 
years.” said Stockhaus. “There are as well many other 
smailer projecis which are to numerous fo mention.” 

“The major objective of all of this construction program is 
to provide an adequate facility for the operation and 
maintenance of the camp in its utilization as a training 
facility, he added. “The focus point of al! of our 
construction is to consolidate acitvities and reduce the 
number of buildings. It is obvious that if we eliminate 20

__ Sports these days is losing much of 
its magnetism tor me, : 

That's quite an admission for an old 

Sports writer, participant, Little League 
Coach, etc. It’s also quite a change. 
_ Baseball has always been my special 
field. Fan | have been, boy and man, 
since the days of Ciden Auher and 
Gabby Hartnett and their contemporar- 
ies. Why, | even remember when Rudy 
York came up to the Tigers, and when 
Beaumont, Tex., was the Tiger's main 
farm team. 

But I'm slipping away from baseball 
fandom, and | heartily deny it has 
anything to do with ace. It all comes 
down to money. 

How can any baseball player be worth 
$400,000 a year, as Pete Rose recently 
extracted from the Cincinnati Reds? 
How can any player command the type 
of muilti-million-daiiar arrange - ment 
Reggie Jackson drew out of the 
Yankees? 

Obviously, they are not worth that 
much money. How much money is a 


million dollars anyway, for gosh sakes? 


Most of us live and die and never have 
any real recagnitinn of the value of a 
million dollars. 

Where are the supermen of yester- 
year? Where have ail the selfless heroes 
gone? The game’s the thing, isn't it? 

The supermen have been replaced by 
the millionaires, with options, and 
cranes and deferred payments, and 
all. 

The selfless heroes have been 
replaced by the agents and the player 
strikes and the jealousies and the 
determination to keep up with Gary 
Matthews and the Catfish Hunters and 
the Joe Rudis. 

Along the way, the game, and its 
attractions for me, are down the drain. 
Not enough is left for the fan of sport. | 
am not abandoning baseball: it has 
abandoned me.

SUPERMEN 


Bill Bradley, one of the more 
articulate persons ever to grace the 
professional sports scene, this season 
is quitting professional basketball.

Every now and then | run into 
someone who is considering 
getting into CB but are hesitant 
at the thought of spending lots 
of money on radio equipment. 
Many believe that a person must 
snand larga amounts ta he able 
to become a “CB Good Buddy”, 
and enjoy the new world of CB. | 
also run into new CB’ers that 
have uiready got a unit in their 
car and are considering a base 
station, but are scared away by 
the prices of base station radios 
and antenneas, not to mention 
the construction of towers and 
supporting equipment. 

For these people | have taken 
a look around the local radio 

BPPY and came up 
with what t call the “EL 
CHEAPO BASE". The cost of 
which is possible less than 
many of you paid jor your 
mobile unit alone. The price 
includes every thing that a 
person would need except tax 
and labor to put it up. 

The whole secret is to shop 
around. Many radio dealers 
have specials that are offered to 
the public from time to time on 
12 Volt mobile radios. Usually 
ingest ae 23 Chane: unis, and 
can he had for about S80 ta $70 
PrcES May vary from brand to 
brand depending on what the 
individual wants, but for this 
example | will go with just a 
“Plain Jane 23”. 

The next item needed is some 
way to power this unit in your 
home. On this item | could have 
went the cheap route and got by 
for about $26. This is very 
important because it provided a 
constant voltage even if a power 
drop or “Brownout™ occurs. It 
will also control power surge 
that might occur when power is 
restored aller a power failure. 
These two conditions could 
burn out the radio if it were to 
occur. Don’t try to scrimp on 
this item 

The antennea need not be real 
expensive. | chose a simple % 
wave ground plane style and 
RGS8/U cable with a simple 
chimney mounting and ground 
wire. The cost of this was about 
$32. 

Total price came to less than 
$120 for the coivipiele sei up. 

This low cost base was 
compiled to show the new CB’er 
that he can get on the air with a 
smali outlay of money. The unit 
should provide good range and 
many hours of enjoyment. It 
would give the novice a good 
starter base. Maybe later on he 
would like to move up to a larger 
base station and a_ bigger 
antennea after he saves for the 
one that he has been dreaming 
about. | have operated just such 
asadio, and found that it does 
an adequate job. 

So dont just: dream about 
CB. Get it on the action. | have 
listed below the items needed 
for the “EL CHEAPO BASE". 
With these items and an after- 
noons work, you could be on 
the air, and mavbe even talking 
to good old “Handcuff”.

Open House 


An Open House for parents of 
Grayling High School students 
was hosted the evening of April 
Sth by the Grayling High School 
teaching staff. Considering the 
extremely adverse weather, the 
Open House was well atended 
with 532 of the parents attend- 
ing. Parents had the opportunity 
lo both pick up their cnild’s 
report card and to talk with any 
or all of their child's teachers. 
Parents were asked to answer a 
questionnaire regarding report 
cards and Open Houses at the 
time that they picked up the 
report card. More than hall of 
the parents left a questionnaire 
and the results are as follows: 

872 of the responding parents 
felt positively about the Open 
House method of distributing 
report cards, 

87% of the responding par- 
ents felt positively about the 
Open House method of distrib- 
uting report cards. 

57% felt that the Open House 
method of distribuling repori 
cards should be used both in 
tiie fall and in the spring. 

28% felt that it should be 


Only 13% of the parents hadi 
negative teelings about having 
to pick up report cards at an 
Open House. 

When asked if they would like 
to see one Open House a year 
where parents could follow a 
shortened version of theirchild's 
daily schedule, 68% replied 
positively, 32% replied nega- 
tively. 

For the fast two years, 
Grayling High School has been 
mailing report cards to parents 
al tne end of each semester. 
69% of the parents approved of 
this method of distribution and 
31% disapproved 

96% of the parents felt that 
the present report card was 
adequate and oniy 4% felt that 
any cnanges should be made in 
the actual report card. 

Parents were also asked for 
input regarding the comments 
that teachers place on report 
cards.
